■ -'It is well worth tlio trouble to recall occ;i- 
sionally the past acts and iiromiscs of our 
public men. AVo can thus test tlicir tnUlilul- 
ress nud consistency ; ami if we tiiul tlieiii 
wanting in bolli those csscntiiiis, n true cali- 
mate can be made o( their character. During 
the canvass prior to the general, election in 
January, ISGO, 5lr. Cury nDnounced * in his 
election addrcs.i that " as to Uioir f the Hudson 
B(iy Company's; alleged claim,' do not he- 
l^ve^i■|t^ its existence, Qv XhvX it has ever been 
vmtilated, e.\cept by the so-called Koforinors." 
As a matter of course government supporters 
quoted ''the favorite piipil of Sir Hugh Cuirus" 
as undoubted authority, repudiating the very 
idea of a debt bciug due lo the company. 
"We exposed the (alsity of Mr- Cary'a state- 
ment at the time ; yet uuuiy were deceived by 
him. Mr. Ilelmckcn at the same period made 
his appearance as a candidale. He also le- 
pudiated the slatcnicut that any largo amount 
was demanded hy the Company. Jie said in 
his address : " so lar as my knowledge of Co- 
lonial accounts between the Crown and tlio 
Hudson liay Company extends, the latter can 
have no great claim, ag&mat tlio former ; and 
the Home Governmont having first examined 
the -accounts, and agreed thereto, must in 
justice pay it'; and wc' shall hoar no more 
about it." Still further on, after denying that 
this Colony' would feel any of the ellects uf tlii.- 
debt, he adds: " 'i'liesc stalenients I have 
shoWu, have no fuundalinn in Jai\', und will 
turn Out to be iiutntc, as many others of a 
similar nature, got up designedly for a particu- 
lar purpose." It now turns out that oui 
statements were true ; ami that Ihcirs were 
false. In the Parliaracutary reports of June 
12tb, " Mr, Fortescue, Under Secretary for the 
Colonics, said '• that the original claim ot the 
Company was for£225,000." Over $1,000,000 
is a large amount ; yot Mr. Cary said in 'M, 
"Fdo, not, believe in its e.xistonce," and Mr. 
Holmckqn said that the Obmpiiny " can have 
no great' claim." . Who in' this instance has 
spbketf true or false 1 ■ They who held in '5!i 
that the Company had made a largo demand, 
or ihoso who denied it? In ISGU, the pres- 
ent Legislature consented to call lor thu 
accounts betiveen the Colony and Coinjiany, 
and Gov. Douglas returned a statement in 
which it appeared that about X25,()00 was 
due the Company. Messrs. Cary, llelmcken 
& Co. refused to go farther into the matter 
when pressed by the Reformers, Foster, 
Waddington & Co. Tlicy denied any in- 
quiry into the matter. Tho consequence 
has been that IhO' Hudson Bay accounts; ,so 
far as they affected this Colony, were entirely 
sbufcut from public Cexaminatioh... f' They 
will be^ settled in . Englund."— .We . have 
no\ElDS<tb;(io Ja'uii L.theih;?'. Such were the 
phfaseaibut'XQll frbiu the lips ot Governoient 
members. Nothing coulJ hare worked 
more favorably to serve the ends of the 
Company. But the deception is now ex- 
posed. Tho Company did make a large 
claim, They have, however, buen partially 
foiled by tho Home Government, who have 
cut their claim down to £55,000, with a 
probability of £5000 or £10,000 more. 
What the Company has done for this, we 
are.n.ol told; nor shall we if our Legislature

are at hand. 'J'berc is nothing to prevent any 
man who has the moans of providing himself 
with a lew tools and provisions for not ii very 
long time, from making^a beginning as a far- 
mer,with every certainty in a lew years of being 
independent. Farmers in this eountiy have 
not near as many diflicnlties to contend with 
as they have in I'laslern ilrilioh rroviiiees and 
the Xortlierii Stale.s. 'J'ho climate alone 
would tuni the seale. I'llscwlierc in countries 
having colder winters, fodder must be proTided 
and dealt out to cattle for several months, ad- 
ding greatly to the e.vpenso of keeping them. 
Here, u.s a general rule, ample feed is provided j ]^] 
for the greater part of the yeorjn the lu.-turi- 
out grass of our meadows, leaving the farmer 
plenty of hay for salc.^ ^ ^. 

Fruit growingiis-'ainolher'soarce of wealth 
to which this ' country: eeoras- well adapted. 
Any one who has glanced at the gardens in 
town must bo .slruek at the exceedingly 
early a^^o our fruit trees eoiiimcnce to boar, 
and the abundance ot the yield. What is 
prevent our pine lands IVoin being lurned 
into orchards? The trees once cut down and 
di.sposed of, the .stumps may roriuiin, and be 
no obstacle in llu; plaiiti n:;; ol fruit trees be- 
tween them. Hot it will bo said iliat we 
liavo no roads fri) in Iho interior by which 
[iroduce when grown may bo convoyed to 
iho chief market. True, wo have not as yet 
anything to speak of in that way north of 
Saanich ; and who is to blame for that 7 
Wo must consider, however,- that in no place 
will our farms be any great distance from 
suiiio part ol' the coast ; and on a coast stud- 
deilasonrs is with natural harbors for coasting 
craft, roads might be easily made to the 
coast tlu'uii;;li noiiliern prairie lauils, and a 
eargii Iransporli d io \'icliiria or Urilish Cu- 
lumbia with very liule trouble. Any one 
who has travaled along the tireat Lakes 
between the Norllnrn States and Can- 
ada must have been struck with the 
threat facilities they adorded to thu iuhabil- 
atit on their borders for the transport of their 
productibii's to eastern inarkels. 'i'akon with 
canals and iiavigalde rivers, tlicy form an un- 
interrupted liigliway for shipping between those 
countries and the grout porta .of Europe, thus 
enabling the fanner lo profit by tho dillereuce in 
freight between land and water carriage. This 
benefit, unfortunately, exists o.ily in summer ; 
in winter n,'ivi,i;alion is stopped by the freezing 
of the cu.itomary channel, and an iiicroascd 
rate of freight \i paid by railway carriage 
The inlialjitants of unr coasts will have most 
of the above advantages without the draw- 
backs of being shut up in winnter. Our 
waier.s, at least those on the south and ea.st 
coast are almost as calm as an inland lake, 
and are open to shipping all tlio year round. 
Iho difiiuulties to be encountered are of 
little moment. A naan comingout to a new 
country must be prepared to conquer them 
manfuliv, and if he has not suiiicient pluuk 
tor that he has no business hjsre. If a man 
is not willing to make sbmo'exertibn — to 
-suffer a. little inconvenience fur a short period 
with the certainty of a comfortable home as 
the reward of his laLor-^-ho is not worth 
talking about.

Oi'TiiAT.Mi.v IN Fbanck. — The apparition of 

a ])cculiar kind of opthalmia in llic giirrison 
of Viiieenncs, which so startled the medical 
world a lew wceke since, is now diecovered to 
bo moiv extensive than was at lirsl supposed. 
The soldiers whose optic nerves become paral- 
ysed the iiialant the sun sinks below tho hori- 
zon are not confined to that locality. The 
disease has broken out with great violence at 
Strasljomg and another town in the west of 
france ; but as yet has not attacked civilians. 
Ill the former there are uow (iO soldiers suf- 
fering fr«m it who are stationed in the citadel, 
and several in all the difl'erent barrackR. Tho 
first time this disease showed itself at Vin- 
eennes, eighteen men, on returning after sun- 
set in a body, to (luurters, became sudiicniy 
blind and lost their way, which incvented their 
arriving before the gates were closed for the 
night. As they saw perfectly the licxt morn- 
ing, a court martial was convened to sit npon 
them. Bui in the evening they and sonic others 
wore again found to have completely lost their 
sight, which occasioned a medical instead of a 
judicial ini|iiiry to bo substituted. Tho most 
celebrated oculists are as yet utterly at n loss 
as to the causes which produce this strange 
und certainly startling cfluct. Brochures arc 
already written jOU it, and .a scientific, war is 
being waged about its trcatthent by tho Paris 
doctors. — Lfttur from Paris. 

K.xrnAOHDi.x.vRV Riot at Siiefkiklu, K.no. — 
A riot of an cxtrodrdinafy character occurred 
in the neighborhood of Sheffield on the 3d of 

June. A discovery njade at the W'ardsend 
Cemetery, seems to have led to the suspicion 
that the old practice of " body snatching'' had 
been revived there on an extensive Fcale. The 
alteiilioii of the ])nlifir! was directed to the 
matter, and explanations were given by the 
clergyman and tho se.xton, with the view of 
removing an impression which they declare to 
1)0 groundless. On Tuesday, however, a mob 
was attracted to the spot, and the exposure of 
a number of cofiins so enraged the crowd that 
they at once proceeded to attnek the Ceme- 
tery bouse, one al the rooms of which was fur- 
nished for tho use of the chaplain, 'i'hey broke 
in tbe doors, smashed the wiudows, destroyed 
the furniture, ond tore into rags a surplice, 
which they leund in thu place. 'I'hey then 
proceeded to the residence of the se.xton, who, 
fortunately i'er himself, was at the time from 
home, and, after breaking the furniture sot fire 
to the house, which, with its centcuts, was 
c»m[)letely ilestoyed. It dees not appear that 
any of the rioters have Ijccu apprelie.'ided.
